Toluene  Price  Increase. — Under  an  Order 
ssued  by  the  Minister  of  Supply,  increases 
ire  made  in  the  maximum  prices  for  various 
^[rades  of  toluene  and  toluol,  side  by  side 
with  alterations  in  descriptions  and  classi- 
fications of  the  materials.  A  test  for  the 
determination  of  toluene  contained  in 
toluol  is  given  in  an  appendix  to  the  Order, 
which  is  entitled  the  Control  of  Toluene 
(No.  3)  Order,  1943,  and  came  into  force 
on  July  20.  Copies  may  be  obtained  from 
H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  one  penny. 

The  Company  Chemists'  Association,  Ltd. 

In  connexion  with  the  statement  submit- 
ted to  the  Ministry  of  Health  by  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  the  Executive  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Standing  Committee  for  Scotland, 
as  "the  basis  of  a  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vice within  a  national  medical  service  " 
(C.  &  D.,  July  17,  p.  62),  the  Company 
Chemists'  Association,  Ltd.,  Nottingham, 
inform  us  it  is  desired  to  be  made  clear 


that  there  are  two  questions  involved,  viz. 
(a)  the  provision  of  pharmaceutical  services 
following  upon  an  extended  national 
medical  service,  and  {b)  the  setting  up  of 
a  Pharmacy  Commission.  As  to  (a)  the 
Company  Chemists'  Association  offers  full 
collaboration  in  the  provision  of  such 
services,  but  to  (&)  they  take  the  strongest 
exception  upon  the  grounds  that  it  is  not 
only  unnecessary  but  would  be  open  to 
serious  objection,  if  constituted  on  anything 
like  the  lines  indicated,  and  particularly 
in  respect  of  the  powers  proposed  to  be 
given  to  it. 

Production  Authorities  Guide. — A  com- 
panion pamphlet  to  the  "Raw  Materials 
Guide"  (C.  &>  D.,  March  13,  p.  275)  has 
been  published  by  the  Stationery  Office  on 
behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Production.  The 
"Production  Authorities  Guide"  refers  to 
manufactured  products  only  and  consists 
of  a  list  of  products,  together  with  the 
names  and  addresses,  of  the  production 
authorities  concerned.

Talc  Controlled. — The  Minister  of  Supply 
announces  the  issue  of  the  Control  of  Talc 
and  Pyrophyllite  (No.  i)  Order,  1943,  which 
takes  effect  from  July  19.  The  Order  makes 
it  necessary  to  obtain  licences  for  the  dis- 
posal and  acquisition  of  talc  or  french  chalk, 
steatite,  soapstone  and  pyrophyllite,  except 
in  quantities  not  exceeding  7  lb.  Inquiries 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Chrome  Ore, 
Magnesite  and  Wolfram  Control,  Broadway 
Court,  Broadway,  Westminster,  London, 
S.W.I.

Workers'     Ideas     in    Industry.  —  The 

:echmque  of  pooling  the  day-to-day  ex- 
perience of  workers  to  secure  production 
mprovements  followed  by  the  Dunlpp 
Rubber  Co.,  Ltd.,  has  been  described  by 
;he  company,  who  claim  to  be  pioneers  in 
;his  direction.  In  the  last  six  months 
Jrobably  50  per  cent,  of  suggestions  sent 
n  by  employees  have  been  carried  into 
ifiect ;  they  come  from  every  grade  of 
vorker  and  are  considered  by  a  committee 
;omprising  representatives  of  the  engineers, 
"ubberworkers,  and  staff.  The  chairman, 
secretary,  and  technical  experts  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  management.  Suggestions 
ire  written  and  placed  in  boxes  in  the 
lepartments.    They  may  be  anonymous 


(if  an  employee  feels  that  his  suggestion 
is  a  criticism),  but  in  fact  hardly  more  than 
I  per  cent,  are  sent  in  anonymously. 
Persons  diffident  about  writing  can  get 
assistance  from  the  Committee  secretary. 
The  suggestions  deal  with  amenities,  saving 
of  time,  economy  of  materials,  and  safety. 
They  often  give  a  useful  indication  of 
personal  initiative,  and  may  point  to  a 
need  for  examining  conditions  that  seem 
remote  from  the  suggestion  itself.  There 
is  no  fixed  scale  of  awards,  but  the  com- 
mittee finds  it  of  great  encouragement* 
value  to  allot  a  substantial  number  of 
awards,  even  though  the  amount  per 
award  may  not  be  high.  Fuller  details  will 
be  given  to  organisations  interested,  upon 
application  to  the  secretary  of  the  sug- 
gestions committee,  Dunlop  Rubber  Co., 
Ltd.,  Fort  Dunlop,  Erdington,  Birming- 
ham, 24. 

Reconstructed  Dublin  Pharmacy. — A  fea- 
ture of  the  reconstructed  pharmacy  of 
Roches,  Ltd.,  at  Upper  O'Connell  Street, 
Dublin,  is  a  circular  counter.  The  assistants 
serve  from  behind  this  instead  of,  from 
counters  on  each  side  of  the  pharmacy  as 
formerly. 

Tube  Salvage  in  Eire.— The  shortage  of 
metal  for  making  tubes  for  tooth-pastes, 
creams,  etc.,  in  Eire,  has  become  acute,  and 
the  manufacturers  of  these  containers  have 
notified  manufacturers  of  such  preparations 
that  unless  salvaged  tubes  are  sent  back  to 
them  no  further  tubes  will  be  available. 
Following  this  notification  a  circular  letter 
has  been  sent  by  dental-cream  manufac- 
turers to  chemists  all  over  Eire  urging  that 
salvage  work  should  be  undertaken  im- 
mediately. Every  customer  purchasing  a 
tube  of  tooth-paste  must  in  future  surrender 
an  empty  tube  for  a  fresh  one,  and  chemists 
will  not  secure  further  stocks  unless  an 
equivalent  number  of  empty  tubes  is  sent 
to  the  wholesaler  or  distributor.  It  will  not 
be  necessary  to  sort  empty  tubes  according 
to  brand.  The  salvaged  tubes  will  be  sent 
to  the  tube  manufacturers  at  Nenagh, 
Tipperary,  for  making  fresh  containers.  A 
suggestion  has  been  made  by  a  Dublin 
chemist  that  the  proceeds  from  these  sal- 
vaged tubes  should  be  devoted  to  some 
charitable  object  as  in  Britain,  and  he 
mentions  the  Benevolent  Fund  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  a&  a 
worthy  charity.  The  suggestion  has  been 
warmly  approved  by  several  chemists  in 
Dublin,  and  many  have  expressed  the  hope 
that  it  will  be  acted  upon  by  the  tube 
nianufacturers. 
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Pharmaceutical  Service  Proposals 

You  have  given  your  readers  much  to 
think  about  in  pubhshing,  with  informative 
comment  (pp.  62,  67),  the  national  pharma- 
ceutical service  proposals  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Minister  of  Health  by  three  pharma- 
ceutical organisations.  The  present  spate  of 
planning  for  dimly  foreseen  conditions 
reminds  me  of  a  well-known  saying  of 
R.  L.  Stevenson:  "To  travel  hopefully 
is  better  than  to  arrive."  With  all  respect 
to  the  memory  of  "R.L.S.,"  it  may  be 
suggested  that  his  dictum  is  only  true  in 
daily  life  on  condition  that  one  is  likely 
to  arrive  somewhere.  To  put  the  point  in 
another  way,  an  indispensable  factor  in 
every  new  departure  is  confidence.  Apply- 
ing this  fairly  obvious  principle  to  the 
matter  before  us,  we  ^hall  need  to  know 
where  we  are  going — or  at  the  least  where 
we  intend  to  go — before  we  can  have  con- 
fidence in  means  to  that  end.  And  so,  when 
we  read  the  proposals  on  p.  62,  we  instinct- 
ively ask  what  underlies  them.  We  may 
assume  that  the  idea  of  a  Pharmacy 
Commission  would  not  have  been  put  into 
definite  shape  unless  it  was  expected  to  find 
favour  at  the  Ministry  of  Health :  the  idea 
may,  indeed,  have  originated  there.  One 
of  the  first  questions  arising  is,  I  think, 
whether  the  authors  of  the  proposals  con- 
template that  the  new  service,  assuming 
that  it  is  adopted  on  the  lines  laid  down, 
will  constitute  the  major  activity  of  the 
average  pharmacy.  In  some  pharmacies 
dispensing  does  provide  (and  has  long 
provided)  the  principal  work  of  the  estab- 
lishment :  these  pharmacies  form,  however, 
a  minority  in  the  country.  In  the.  majority, 
even  after  allowing  for  the  fact  that  dis- 
pensing occupies  more  time  than  counter 
work  in  relation  to  turnover,  it  can  hardly 
be  ranked  as  the  chief  section.  It  thus 
appears  that  the  new  dispensing  will  be 
undertaken  in  two  types  of  shop. 

The  Conditions 

Scrutiny  of  the  conditions  proposed  by 
the  authors  of  the  document  should  be 
thorough.  Wise  caution  in  the  first  stages 
of  negotiation  will  -  obviate  much  heart- 
burning in  later  stages.  If  the  statement 
that  "the  immediate  control  must  be 
predominantly  pharmaceutical"  is  accepted 
by  the  Ministry,  the  accumulated  experience 
of  statutory  Pharmaceutical  Committees 
should  see  us  through  the  necessary  period 
of  transition.  Periods  of  transition  usually 
involve  some  inconsistencies,  and  allowance 


must  be  made  accordingly.  Theoretical 
perfection  is  not  likely  to  be  reached  in  the 
first  day's  working.  Chemists  will  no  doubt 
be  on  their  guard  against  supposing  that 
external  control  is  an  unmixed  blessing, 
still  less  an  end  in  itself ;  to  accept  such 
control  blindly  would  be  to  risk  developing 
the  herd  mentality.  Nor  is  it  desirable  that 
pharmacy  should  become  the  shuttlecock 
of  any  financial  interests.  The  proposal  to 
admit  representatives  of  employees  to  seats 
on  national  and  local  controlling  bodies  is  of 
interest.  They  are  definable,  I  presume, 
as  sub-contractors  under  the  scheme;  and 
it  is  in  line  with  present-day  conceptions 
that  they  should  be  given  a  share  in 
deliberation.  It  remains  to  be  considered 
whether  anything  essential  has  been 
omitted  from  these  proposals. 

The  Philadelphia  College 

The  paragraph  on  p.  59  relating  to  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy  is  of 
unusual  interest  at  a  moment  when  the 
*  cultural  relations  of  pharmacy  are  some- 
what obscured  under  the  stress  of  war. 
When  the  College  celebrated  its  centenary 
in  1 92 1,  a  valuable  history  of  its  origin  and 
development  was  prepared  and  in  due 
course  published  :  that  volume  may  almost 
be  called  an  encyclopaedia  of  pharmacy  in 
the  United  States,  so  influential  has  this, 
institution  been  in  all '  that  relates  to 
pharmaceutical  training  and  research. 
From  the  record  there  set  forth  it  is  clear 
that  in  the  nineteenth  century  the  United 
Kingdom  had  much  to  learn  from  the 
United  States  in  pharmacy.  Such  names 
as  Remington,  Maisch,  Squibb  and  Fairchild 
are  not  likely  to  be  forgotten  wherever 
pharmacy  is  held  in  esteem.  Almost  at  the 
outset  the  College  turned  its  attention  to 
the  practical  difficulties  of  the  day.  One 
trouble  was  substitution  in  the  proprietary- 
medicine  trade;  and  as  early  as  1824  a 
committee  issued  approved  formulas  for 
"the  Preparation  of  Eight  Patent  Medi- 
cines," including  Hopper's  Female  Pills, 
Godfrey's  Cordial  and  Dalby's  Carminative. 
It  is  startling  to  read  that  ivory  black  had 
been  used  in  spurious  Hooper's  Pills :  the 
committee  designated  it  "a  clumsy  and 
barbarous  ingredient."  In  one  imitation  of 
Bateman's  Drops  7^  grains  of  opium  per 
pint  was  found,  while  in  another  the  pro- 
portion was  106  grains :  the  camphor 
content  "varied  still  more."  Many  other 
quaint  incidents  are  described  in  these 
attractive  pages.  Xrayser 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 


Sale  of  Poisons  (Ireland)  Act.— In  the 

Dublin  District  Court,  on  July  i6,  three 
summonses  for  breaches  of  the  poisons  law 
were  brought  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  against  Osmond  &  Son  (Dublin), 
Ltd.,  veterinary  chemists,  Little  Ship 
Street.  In  the  first  summons  Messrs. 
Osmond  were  prosecuted  for  having,  sold 
strychnine  in  a  preparation  known  as 
"Special  Tonic,"  the  container  of  which 
was  not  labelled  with  the  name  of  the 
poison.  In  a  second  summons  they  were 
prosecuted  for  having  sold  morphine  in  a 
preparation  known  as  "Osmond's  Cattle 
Oil,"  the  container  not  being  labelled  with 
the  word  "poison."  The  third  summons 
related  to  the  sale  of  ergot  alkaloids  in  a 
preparation  known  as  "Special  Cleansing 
Drench  for  Cattle"  to  a  person  unknown 
and  not  introduced  to  them.  Mr.  John  J. 
Gaynor,  solicitor,  appeared  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  Mr.  Ernest  Wood, 
B.L.,  defended.  Patrick  J.  Cullinan,  an 
inspector  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
gave  evidence  of  calling  at  defendants' 
premises  and  purchasing  the  "Special 
Tonic"  powder  for  which  he  was  asked  to 
sign.  He  represented  himself  as  being  a 
farmer  named  George  O'Connor,  Rathan- 
gan,  CO.  Kildare,  and  signed  the  book  with 
that  name.  When  he  purchased  the  Cleans- 
ing Drench  and  Cattle  Oil  he  again  signed 
the  book  as  George  O'Connor. 

Miss  Phyllis  Ryan,  public  analyst,  stated 
that  the  tonic  powders  contained  0-23  per 
cent,  strychnine  or  o-ogi  gm.  in  the  entire 
packet.  The  Cleansing  Drench  contained 
O'Oii  per  cent,  of  ergot  alkaloids  and 
0-03  gm.  in  the  entire  bottle,  while  the 
Cattle  Oil  contained  0'066  per  cent,  of 
morphine  or  0-375  gm.  in  the  entire  bottle. 
Mr.  James  J.  Kerr,  Registrar  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  told  the  Court  that  the 
maximum  dose  in  the  B.P.  for  ergot  alka- 
loid was  from  one-fiftieth  to  one-sixtieth 
of  a  grain.  There  was  about  half  a  grain 
in  the  packet  purchased.  It  was  a  Part  I 
poison.  The  Special  Tonic  contained 
gr.  of  strychnine,  and  it  was  generally 
considered  that  2  gr.  was  fatal  to  an  adult. 
One-eighth  of  a  grain  was  the  maximum 
official  dose.  The  maximum  dose  of 
morphine  was  one-third  of  a  grain,  but  the 
mixture  purchased  contained  6  gr.  The 
amount  that  was  fatal  depended  upon  per- 
sonal idiosyncrasy.  In  response  to  a 
Statutory  letter  sent  by  him,  Messrs. 
Osmond  stated  that  they  were  the  proprie- 
tors of  the  business  and  that  the  qualified 


chemist  carrying  on  the  business  was 
William  H.  Ridd,  L.P.S.I.  Cross-examined 
by  Mr.  Wood,  Mr.  Kerr  said  that  the 
Society's  complaint  was  that  the  word 
"strychnine"  did  not  appear  on  the  out- 
side of  the  packet  containing  "Special 
Tonic."  One  of  the  reasons  for  insisting 
upon  having  the  name  of  the  poison  on  the 
packet  was  that  in  case  of  a  person  acci- 
dentally taking  the  preparation  a  doctor 
knowing  the  name  of  the  poison  would  be 
able  to  deal  with  it.  Mr.  Wood  :  Could  you 
not  in  your  official  position  have  pointed 
out  that  the  label  should  not  only  have  the 
word  "poison"  but  "strychnine"  as  well? 
Mr.  Kerr :  I  might  launch  the  Society  into 
a  slander  or  libel  action.  Mr.  Wood :  Is 
that  the  reason  you  brought  this  summons  ? 
Mr.  Kerr :  That  is  the  only  legal  method  I 
have.  Mr.  Wood:  You  never  issue  any 
warning  to  any  person  who  commits  an 
infringement  of  the  Act  whether  technical 
or  not?  Mr.  Kerr:  I  report  the  matter  to 
the  Council.  The  Justice :  Surely  the 
qualified  chemist  employed  by  this  firm  is 
a  professional  man  who  should  know  all 
about  these  drugs  and  how  they  should  be 
labelled.  The  Justice  pointed  out  that 
Messrs.  Osmond  had  been  deceived  all 
through  by  this  story  of  a  farmer  from 
Rathangan  and  the  fictitious  cow  and  sold 
the  preparations  to  an  unknown  person. 
That  was  exactly  the  atrnosphere  the  law 
suggested  surrounded  the  poison  sales.  On 
the  first  summons  a  fine  of  was  imposed 
with  ;/^5  5s.  expenses  for  the  analyst  and 
■£1  2S.  costs,  on  the  second  summons  a  fine 
of  with  £i  IS.  costs,  and  on  the  third 
summons  a  fine  of      with  £i  is.  costs. 

Claim  for  Damages. — At  Manchester 
Civil  Court,  on  July  12,  Pritchards,  Ltd., 
manufacturing  chemists,  Cheadle,  were 
sued  by  Mrs.  Boyd  in  respect  of  injury 
alleged  to  have  been  done  to  a  five-week-old 
baby  who  had  been  given  a  dose  from  a 
bottle  bearing  the  defendants'  name  as 
manufacturers  and  labelled  "castor  oil,"  but 
which  was  said  to  contain  camphorated  oil. 
For  the  defence  it  was  stated  that  if  cam- 
phorated oil  was  in  the  bottle  it  was  not 
put  there  by  the  defendants.  The  cam- 
phorated oil  found  in  the  bottle  was 
different  in  colour  and  strength  from  that 
manufactured  by  the  company.  Mr.  J.  G. 
Pritchard,  chairman  of  directors,  said'  that 
since  the  war  they  had  always  added 
colouring  matter  to  camphorated  oil  when 
manufacturing  it.  It  was  bottled  on  a 
different  floor  from  that  on  which  castor  oil 
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was  packed.  Giving  judgment  the  next  day 
the  Judge  said  it  was  with  some  hesitation 
he  found  that  the  mistake  had  occurred  on 
defendants'  premises.  He  awarded  £1^  each 
to  the  mother  and  child  and  £\o  special 
damages. 

Unlawful  Sale  of  Poison. — At  Clerkenwell 
Police  Court,  London,  on  July  13,  Stanley 
Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  summoned  for  selling 
at  114  Fortess  Road,  N.W.5,  strychnine 
contained  in  a  preparation  known  as  "  N. 
Tonic  for  Nerves"  in  a  container  not 
labelled  in  the  prescribed  manner  with  the 
name  of  the  seller  of  the  poison  and  the 
address  of  the  premises  at  which  it  was 
sold;  and,  not  being  authorised  sellers  of 
poisons,  for  selling  this  preparation  con- 
taining poison.  There  was  a  plea  of  guilty. 
For  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  it  was  said 
that  this  preparation  was  seen  in  the  window 
of  this  shop  and  purchased  by  an  agent  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  shop  had 
for  some  time  been  managed  by  a  qualified 
chemist.  About  one  year  ago  this  chemist 
left  and  it  was  found  impossible  to  engage 
another.  Owing  to  this  fact  the  shop  was 
conducted  as  a  drug  store.  The  company 
was  fined  £^  on  each  of  the  two  summonses. 

Employee's     Private     Transactions. — A 

claim  for  ;^2,i49  was  made  before  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Cassels  in  the  King's  Bench  Division, 
London,  on  July  15,  by  Jane  Seymour,  Ltd., 
Grosvenor  Street,  W.,  against  Flora  Aro- 
matics  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  Mr.  Attilio  Joseph 
Gomiero,  Old  Bailey,  E.C.,  in  respect  of 
goods  alleged  never  to  have  been  delivered. 

Mr.  Gilbert  Paull,  K.C.,  for  tl^e  plaintiffs,  • 
said  they  manufactured  beauty  prepara- 
tions and  at  the  material  time  had  as  a 
director  Mr.  L.  A.  F.  Parsons,  who  was 
responsible  for  the  technical  side  of  the 
business.  Mr.  Gomiero  was  manager  and 
secretary  of  the  defendant  company.  It 
was  alleged  that  between  April  1939  and 
the  middle  of  1940  the  plaintiffs  made 
various  payments  by  cheques  and  cash  on 
invoices  sent  to  them  by  the  defendant 
.company  for  raw  materials  purported  to 
have  been  sold  and  delivered  to  them. 
Plaintiffs'  case  was  that  the  invoices  were 
false  and  that  the  goods  were  not  delivered 
to  them.  This  was  done  by  an  arrangement 
between  Mr.  Parsons  and  Mr.  Gomiero,  and 
after  confessions  by  Mr.  Parsons  he  was 
dismissed  by  the  plaintiff  company. 

The  defence  was  a  denial  of  the  allega- 
tions. Mr.  John  Robert  Neill,  managing 
director  of  the  plaintiffs,  said  he  knew 
nothing  about  chemicals  and  trusted 
Parsons,  whose  duty  it  was  to  order  them 


and  take  stock  periodically.  Cross-examined 
by  Mr.  Cecil  Havers,  K.C.,  for  the  defendant 
company,  Mr,  Neill  said  none  of  the  dis- 
puted invoices  was  in  respect  of  any 
transactions  with  the  defendant  company 
at  all.  It  was  clear  that  Mr.  Gomiero  con- 
ducted private  transactions  with  the  plain- 
tiff company,  selling  to  them  his  own 
property  and  making  use  of  the  name  of 
Flora  Aromatics  for  the  purpose. 

Mr.  Justice  Cassels,  giving  judgment,  said 
he  was  satisfied  that  the  goods  in  question 
were  not  delivered  to  the  plaintiffs  who  had 
paid  for  them  and  Mr.  Parsons  and  Mr. 
Gomiero  had  shared  the  proceeds  of  the 
payments  made  by  the  plaintiffs.  The  books 
of  the  defendant  company  recorded  genuine 
transactions  with  the  plaintiffs,  but  there 
was  no  entry  in  respect  of  any  of  the  dis- 
puted invoices.  One  .  had  sympathy  with 
the  defendant  company  as  Mr.  Gomiero  had 
rendered  them  liable.  The  fraudulent 
scheme  between  him  and  Mr.  Parsons  was 
carried  out  in  the  course  of  his  employ- 
ment. If  he  and  Mr.  Parsons  had  stood  in 
the  dock  at  a  criminal  court,  they  would 
have  had  a  case  to  answer.  Plaintiffs  had 
been  defrauded  and  there  would  -be  judg- 
ment against  both  Mr.  Gomiero  and  the 
defendant  company  for  ;^2,i49  6s. 

Un- Customed  Goods. — At  Belfast  on,  July 
17,  a  penalty  of  /450,  or  six  months'  im- 
prisonment, was  imposed  on  Hugh  Samson, 
Lennox  Street,  Dublin,  and  with  lodgings 
in  Carlisle  Street,  Belfast,  for  being  know- 
ingly concerned  in  dealing  with  un-Cus- 
tomed  goods,  including  317  gross  razor 
blades,  3,741  hair  combs,  1,364  lipsticks, 
sixteen  gross  curling  pins,  fifty-five  gross 
hairpins,  ten  gross  hair  curlers,  and  thirty- 
six  hair  dressings.  Defendant  was  also 
sentenced  to  a  fine  of  £10,  or  two  months' 
imprisonment,  for  knowingly  harbouring 
un-Customed  goods. 

No  Invoices.— At  Lisburn,  co.  Antrim, 
Petty  Sessions,  on  July  15,  the  Board  oi 
Trade  brought  two  summonses  against 
Harold  Nelson,  R;D.,  10  Bow  Street, 
"Lisburn,  for,  being  the  buyer  of  six  dozen 
hair  combs  and  five  gross  razor  blades 
without  receiving  sufficient  invoices  from 
the  seller,  failing  within  fourteen  days  tc 
demand  invoices  and  notify  the  local  Price 
Regulation  Committee  that  he  had  not 
received  them.  For  the  defence  it  was  said 
that  the  man  from'  whom  Nelson  bought  the 
articles  was  well  known  to  him  and  he  had 
paid  cash  for  them.  He  did  not  think  ii 
necessary  to  get  invoices.  Defendant  wa5 
fined  los.  on  each  summons.

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BRIGHTON  1942  COMMITTEE 


The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Brighton 
1942  Committee  was  held  at  Brighton  on 
July  9.  The  chairman  (Mr.  D.  W.  Hudson) 
gave  a  review  of  the  year's  work.  "At  an 
unofficial  meeting  of  pharmacists  held  upon 
this  day  last  year,"  he  said,  "the  Brighton 
1942  Committee  was  formed."  Two  quali- 
fications only  had  been  required  of  its 
members,  namely,  that  they  should  be 
progressive-minded  pharmacists,  and  that 
they  should  be  free  from  executive  or 
representative  responsibility.  That  some 
twenty  men  and  women  .  had  j  ourneyed 
from  all  parts  of  England,  at  their  own 
expense,  often  at  great  personal  incon- 
venience, and  under  conditions  made  more 
difficult  by  the  war,  to  discuss  the  problems 
with  which  the  calling  was  beset,  could 
itself  be  regarded  as  pharmaceutical  pro- 
gress of  no  mean  order.  So  long  as  there 
were  to  be  found  pharmacists  who  would 
not  spare  their  own  personal  effort  in  pro- 
moting and  advancing  the  status  of  the 
Society  and  its  members,  this  progress 
would  continue.  The  first  meeting  had 
been  largely  spent  in  welding  together  a 
purposeful  committee. 

rhe  Year's  Work 

Discussion  on  the  general  lines  of  the 
memorandum  to  the  Beveridge  Committee 
submitted  jointly  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  led  the  committee  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  memorandum  as  published  could 
not  be  unanimously  approved,  and  it  was 
decided  that  the  committee  should  proceed 
with  the  structure  of  a  plan  more  in  keeping 
with  its  own  views.  In  November  Mr. 
Norman  Dewey  presented  the  general  out- 
line of  a  plan  based  upon  compulsory 
State  insurance  for  the  whole  adult  popula- 
tion, in  general  conformity  with  the 
Beveridge  report,  and  a  memorandum  on 
the  conditions  to  be  fulfilled  before  a  satis- 
factory plan  for  pharmacy  could  be  devised 
was  brought  forward.  In  December  the 
plan  and  memorandum  were  amended, 
and  at  the  following  meeting  the  draft 
report  No.  i,  in  its  original  form,  was 
presented  by  Mr.  H.  B.  Mackie.  Dr. 
Skyrme  and  Mr.  Dewey  contributed 
modifications.  On  March  9  final  approval  of 
the  draft  .report  No.  i  resulted  in  the 
publication  of  the  first  report  of  the 
Brighton  1942  Committee.  Since  publica- 
tion of  the  report  the  committee  had  given 
study  to  the  various  conditions  under  which 
pharmacy  could  function,  within  the  frame- 
work indicated  in  the  report.    Mr.  Moore 


and  Dr.  Davis  had  presented  a  scheme 
based  upon  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
services  being  provided  solely  through 
hospitals  and  health  centres,  whilst  Miss 
Perkins  had  collaborated  with  Mr.  Rowson 
in  the  preparation  of  a  plan  based  upon 
compulsory  State  insurance,  enlarged  to 
cover  all  the  adult  population,  upon 
National  Health  Insurance  lines. 

Officers  Elected 

The  statement  of  accounts  and  balance 
sheet  were  unanimously  adopted.  Mr.  D.  W. 
Hudson,  Chairman,  and  Mr.  C.  Brumwell, 
Secretary,  were  re-elected,  and  thanks  were 
extended  to  the  secretary  for  work  under- 
taken. 

LIMITATION  OF  SUPPLIES 

The  Board  of  Trade  announces  that  the 
Limitation  of  Supplies  (Miscellaneous) 
No.  21)  Order  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1943,  No.  909), 
covering  the  six  months  August  i,  1943,  to 
January  31,  19*44,  is  now  on  sale  (price 
fourpence).  The  home  trade  register  is  not 
to  be  revised  during  this  restriction  period, 
so  that  all  persons  whose  names  were  on  the 
register  from  March  i,  1943,  are  again  to 
be  considered  as  registered  persons  for  the 
purposes  of  analysing  sales  in  the  standard 
period,  which  will  be,  as  before,  the  year 
ended  May  31,  1940.  The  Order  contains 
a  definition  of  the  classes  of  persons  to  be 
regarded  as  manufacturers,  and  provides 
that,  where  persons  manufacture  goods  on 
commission,  i.e.  from  materials  belonging  to 
another  trader,  the  value  of  controlled 
goods  produced  from  such  materials  counts 
not  against  their  quota  but  against  that  of 
the  trader  owning  the  materials.  Further, 
whereas  in  the  past  individual  directions 
have  been  sent  to  persons  who  have  been 
deregistered  during  the  restriction  period 
requiring  them  to  inform  their  suppliers  of 
this  fact  before  placing  further  orders,  they 
are  now  specifically  obliged  to  do  this  by 
the  Order  itself.  The  chief  provisions 
affecting  the  drug  trade  are :  Class  9C, 
Cutlery. — Quota  raised  from  10  per  cent, 
to  15  per  cent.,  not  more  than  one-half  of 
which  may  be  supplied  before  November  i, 
1943.  Supplies  to  registered  persons  remain 
subject  to  quota.  Of  razors  and  safety 
razor  blades,  manufacturers  may  not  supply 
to  unregistered  persons  a  greater  proportion 
of  their  sales  of  blades  to  both  registered 
and  unregistered  persons  than  in  the 
standard  period.  Class  12,  Photographic 
Goods. — Quota  unchanged  at  10  per  cent. 
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CHEMISTS^  PART  IN  NATIONAL  MEDICAL  SERVIC 


Lively  discussion  followed  an  address  by 
the  chairman  of  the  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union  (Mr.  T.  Heseltine)  to  Bath 
chemists  on  July  14.  The  meeting  was 
organised  by  the  local  branch  of  the  Union, 
but  all  chemists  in  the  area,  employees 
included,  were  invited.  Mr.  W.  Huxley 
(chairman  of  the  branch)  presided. 

Mr.  Heseltine  dealt  with  the  attitude 
of  the  N.P.U.  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  towards  the  changes  that  would 
affect  pharmacy  under  a  national  health 
service  as  envisaged  by  the  Beveridge 
report.  He  said  that  the  present  troubles 
of  pharmacists  were  mainly  due  to  the 
hurried  and  improvised  basis  of  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Act,  1911,  and  declared 
that  future  negotiations  must  not  be  on 
such  an  insecure  basis.  For  this  reason,  the 
Union  and  the  Society  needed  the  help  of 
pharmacists,  as  only  collective  action 
would  be  of  any  avail. 

N.P.U.  and  Pharmaceutical  Society 

Since  publication  of  the  Beveridge  report, 
said  Mr.  Heseltine,  an  early  opportunity 
had  been  taken  to  contact  a  highly-placed 
Government  official  and  define  pharmacists' 
requirements.  Chemists  held  themselves 
to  be  the  only  persons  capable  of  under- 
taking the  nation's  dispensing,  whatever 
representations  might  be  made  by  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall  and  other  bodies,  and 
they  expected  to  be  given  the  dispensing 
in  any  scheme  decided  upon.  The  liaison 
committee  of  the  Society  and  N.P.U.  held  a 
meeting  on  March  23  at  which  they  reached 
agreement  that  all  the  increased  dispensing 
could  be  done  by  pharmacists,  who  were 
prepared  to  organise  a  scheme,  with  the 
assistance  of  all  interested  parties.  If  any 
pharmacies  needed  to  be  reorganised, 
pharmacists  would  see  that  such  reorganisa- 
tion was  carried  out.  Twenty-four  hour 
service,  a  suitable  waiting-room,  a  delivery 
service,  and  proper  equipment  would 
probably  be  entailed,  and  any  chemist  who 
was  not  prepared  to  co-operate  would  not 
be  allowed  to  participate  in  the  scheme,  as 
the  good  name  of  pharmacy  was  not  to  be 
trailed  in  the  mud  by  the  action  of  a  few 
individuals.  At  this  meeting  of  the  liaison 
committee  the  N.P.U.  had  proposed  that 
a  Central  Committee  should  negotiate  for 
pharmacy,  to  be  composed  of  four  members 
of  the  Society's  Council,  four  of  the  N.P.U. 
Executive,  two  representatives  of  the  com- 
pany chemists,  two  of  the  shop  assistants' 
Union,  and  one  each  of  the'  Guild  of  Public 


Pharmacists,    co-operative  societies, 
Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation,  and 
General  Council  of  Panel  Chemists  (S( 
land) .  To  this  the  Council  members  did 
agree,  although  they  later  assented  that 
other  bodies  should  be  consulted.  Mes 
Mallinson  and  Adams  then  again  vis: 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  with  the  objec 
impressing    on    the    Ministry  what 
pharmacist's    qualification  amounted 
what  it  cost  in  time  and  money  to  qua] 
and  how  a  chemist's  training  compared  \ 
a  doctor's.

Mr.  Lucas,  who  asked  whether  the 
feeling  of  the  medical  profession  was  in 
favour  of  dispensing  being  done  at  local 
health  centres,  was  told  the  Executive  felt 
that,  whatever  the  doctors'  view,  chemists 
should  have  a  say  in  any  decision  taken. 

Mr;  Huxley,  who  inquired  as  to  the 
standards  of  reorganisation,  was  reminded 
that  this  would  be  decided  by  the  Commis- 
sion, which  was  to  be  predominantly 
pharmaceutical.  Some  redistribution  of 
existing  pharmacies  might  be  needed,  and 
this  could  be  effected  by  judicious  variation 
of  the  retaining  fee. 

INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 

Denbighshire.  —  When  the  Insurance 
Committee  met  at  Wrexham  recently  a 
complaint  was  received  that  a  chemist 
had  closed  his  pharmacy  without  per- 
mission. The  complaint  was  referred  to 
the'  pharmaceutical  service  subcommittee 
for  investigation.  An  application  by  an- 
other chemist  to  close  his  pharmacy  during 
August  Bank-holiday  week,  after  making 
arrangements  with  neighbouring  pharma- 
cist, was  granted.

The 
Justice  was  also  of  opinion  that  the  fact 
that  the  prosecution  was  brought  against 
the  proprietors  of  the  business  under  Sec- 
tion 17  did  not  bar  an  action  against  the 
actual  seller  of  the  poison  under  Section  30. "

Organisation  of  Industry  for 
Full  Employment 

.OSELY  following  expressions  of  opinion 
which  we  recently  drew  attention 
.  39)  has  come  the  publication  of  a 
.mphlet  entitled  "Employment  Policy 
id  Organisation  of  Industry  after  the 
liar, "  by  Nuffield  College,  Oxford  (Oxford 
tiiversity  Press,  2s.).  This  interesting 
ntribution  to  a  subject  which  is  exercising 
e  minds  of  so  many  is  the  outcome  of  a 
ries  of  conferences  in  which  business  men, 
bour  managers,  administrators  and  econo- 
ists  took  part.  Among  the  objectives  set 
rth  is  that  Britain's  policy  should  be 
tuil  employment "  and  a  high  and  steadily 
>ing  standard  of  living.  This  can  be 
hieved  by  measures  of  an  anti-cyclical 
laracter;  adjustments-  of  the  British 
onomic  system ;  and  the  highest  attain- 
)le  efficiency,  based  on  a  co-operative  will 
nong  all  sections  of  producers  to  attain 
aximum  production  at  minimum  costs. 

lassification  of  Industries 

The  most  interesting  sections  from  the 
rug  and  chemical  trade  point  of  view  are 
lose  dealing  with  the  Organisation  of  In- 
astry  and  with  Price-regulation  and  Mono- 
oly.   Industries  are  grouped  as  («)  those 


which  are  regarded  as  of  key  importance, 
i.e.  public  utility  and  transport  services; 
(6)  major  industries  which,  by  virtue  of 
their  size  and  the  nature  of  their  products, 
occupy  key  positions  and  are  liable,  in 
default  of  public  regulation,  to  fall  under 
the  predominant  influence  of  a  small 
number  of  concerns ;  (c)  medium-sized 
industries.  For  the  second  group  it  is  pro- 
posed that  public  industrial  boards  should 
be  set  up  and  presided  over  by  a  chairman 
appointed  by  the  State.  There  would  also 
be  two  other  ".appointed  members,"  to- 
gether with  representatives  of  industry  and 
labour.  It  is  claimed  that  the  system 
would  not  imply  financial  pooling  or  loss 
of  identity,  but  promote  better  organisation 
while  preventing  the  growth  of  monopoly 
practices,  so  that  businesses  can  operate  with 
the  utmost  efficiency  and  in  the  public 
interest.  New  firms  would  be  able  to  enter 
and  existing  ones  to  expand  but,  it  is 
pointed  out,  cases  may  arise  in  which  it  may 
be  legitimate  to  fix  prices  or  limit  entry  of 
new  competitors.  No  specific  suggestions 
are  put  forward  in  regard  to  the  third 
group  though  it  comes  within  the  purview 
of  the  paragraphs  on  trade  associations 
and  cartels. 

Consultations  on  Common  Proiblems 

It  is  considered  a  good  thing  for  traders 
and  manufacturers  to  associate  for  the 
promotion  of  research,  standardisation,  and 
creation  of  a  standard  code  of  trading.  It 
is,  however,  desirable  that  such  forms  of 
association  should  be  subjected  to  a 
measure  of  public  scrutiny  and  control. 
This  would  be  secured  if  all  trade  associa- 
tions were  required  to  deposit  their  instru- 
ments or  articles  of  association  with  the 
Industrial  Tribunal,  and  if  the  latter  were 
empowered  to  disallow  any  form  or  article  of 
association  which  it  regarded  as  contrary 
to  the  public  interest.  It  is  also  to  be 
emphasised  that  the  power  to  fix  prices, 
either  directly  or  by  the  regulation  of 
output  or  capacity,  is  not  one  that  can 
properly  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  any 
concern  or  association  without  a  decisive 
overriding  control  in  the  public  interest. 
Cartels  and  trade  associations  can  be  of  an 
international,  as  well  as  of  a  purely  national, 
character ;  and,  if  it  is  desirable  to  control 
the  activities  of  purely  national  bodies,  it 
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is  a  fortiori  desirable  to  do  no  less  in  respect 
of  those  which  operate  on  an  international 
scale.  Accordingly  no  firm  or  association 
should  be  allowed  to  enter  into  any  cartel 
agreement  with  any  firm  or  association 
operating  outside  Great  Britain  without 
the  sanction  of  the  Minister  responsible  for 
the  regulation  of  economic  activity  in  the 
sphere  affected. 

Price  Control  and  Profit  Motive 

In  discussing  price-regulation  and  mono- 
poly the  statement  points  out  that  efficient 
large-scale  production  has  a  tendency  to 
stimulate  monopoly,  and  this  may  tend  to 
restrict  total  output  by  price  control  or 
limiting  productive  capacity.  Monopolistic 
practices  may  arise  from  exclusive  patent 
rights  or  control  of  essential  supplies,  but 
they  can  also  be  due  to  domination  by  a 
price-fixing  association.  In  such  cases  the 
good  features  of  monopoly  are  apt  to  be 
absent.  It  is  appreciated,  however,  that,  so 
long  as  industries  remain  in  private  owner- 
ship, there  can  be  no  substitute  for  profit  as 
a  consideration  governing  production  policy, 
but  th,e  profit  motive  necessitates  State  . 
measures  for  regulation  of  industrial  affairs.* 
Forms  of  profit  maintenance  which  result  in 
survival  of  inefficient  production  or  unduly 
high  profits  for  the  more  efficient  need  to 
be  drastically  dealt  with.  It  is  suggested 
that  for  price  control  some  form  of  price- 
regulation  tribunals  based  on  those  now 
functioning  will  be  necessary.  Though  pro- 
posals for  reform  of  the  patent  laws  were 
regarded  as  outside  the  scope  of  the  inquiry, 
it  is  thought  that  special  attention  should 
be  given  to  the  question  of  whether  patents 
shall  be  open  for  use  by  all  firms  on  the 
payment  of  a  licence  fee  to  their  owners. 

These  policies  (see  also  C.  6-  D.,  July  lo,  " 
p.  39)  which  are  being  put  forward  are  in 
many  ways  a  reversal  of  much  pre-war 
industrial  thinking.  This  new  departure, 
if  it  is  to  operate  successfully,  will  require 
a  spirit  of  toleration  by  all  sides,  and  in 
that  case  there  should  be  scope  for  both 
private  and  collective  enterprise.  State 
control  unfortunately  has  a  tendency  to 
spread  at  an  unduly  rapid  rate,  so  that 
the  difficulty  will  be  in  achieving  a  partner- 
ship in  which  neither  the  one  nor  the  other 
side  is  predominant. 


Habeas  Mentem 

In  an  illuminating  article  by  Dr.  Geoffi 
Bourne  in  the  "British  Medical  Jourm 
recently  (I.  674),  the  author  made  i 
statement:  "Habeas  Corpus  was  one  m: 
stone  in  human  freedom ;  Habeas  Ment 
must  be  made  the  second."  The  dan 
that  the  mind  of  the  citizen  will  become  ' 
"prisoner"  of  the  governing  body  of  ' 
State  is  not  illusory,  as  can  be  obser^ 
from  the  fate  of  one  country  after  anot 
in  Europe.  Whereas  the  issues  of  corpo' 
detention  are,  however,  easily  underst( 
and  acted  upon,  those  of  mental  freedon 
slavery  are  more  difficult  to  grasp,  dema 
ing  a  more*  mature  mind  and  a  hig 
acceptance  of  responsibility. 

The  evils  of  a  system,  whether  of  natio 
government  or  professional  organisati 
are  readily  appreciated  by  those  who  su 
from  it,  but  unless  the  sufferers  are  prep-^ 
to  shoulder  the  responsibility  of  thin 
out    a    remedy    for   themselves,  and 
working  for  its  adoption  even  at  sacr' 
to  themselves,  they  may  too  easily 
victims  to  any  more  tenacious  and  resil' 
"expert"  who  offers  a  solution  at  the  p 
of  a  free  hand  to  do  what  he  decide 
necessary.   The  solution  may  or  may 
appear  in  due  course,  but  the  freedom  all 
certainly  disappears. 

Dr,  Bourne  is  at  least  alive  to-the  dan 
so  far  as  the  medical  profession  is  concer] 
and  pharmacy  may  have  something  to  k 
from  his  point  of  view.  "  If  medicine  foil 
education  into  the  political  maw  there 
be  little  to  prevent  all  other  intellec 
activities  and  freedoms  from  followii 
Something  akin  to  the  Nazi  system  ( 
political  Fuehrer  for  every  professi( 
calling  may  be  the  ultimate  outcome, 
the  medical  profession  Dr.  Bourne 
drawn  up  seven  points  to  be  insisted 
by  doctors  in  order  to  preserve  freedo 
research  and  development.  The  p 
are : — 

1.  Medicine  and  science  must  no 
political. 

2.  In  any  State  service  the  adn 
strator  shall  become  the  ministrator, 
servant  of  the  public  and  its  doctors. 

3.  The  profession  must  be  contr 
by  itself — that  is,  democratically 
within  in  respect  of  its  medical  affaii 
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i  4.  In  any  State  service  promotion  must 
he  by  professional  ability  and  not  by 
[seniority. 

5.  The  public  must  not  be  fobbed  off 
kvith  a  medical  service  which  will  be  just 
Adequate.  The  country  must  be  prepared 
rto  pay  for  the  best  possible  service. 

6.  Research  and  medical  teaching  must 
he  intellectually  free  and  generously 
financed. 

7.  Opportunities  for  reviewing  and 
remodelling  the  system  from  within  must 
t)e  available. 

|lt  is  arguable  whether  the  present  system 
lows  such  mental  freedom  as  the  writer 
pears  to  suppose.  The  assumption  is  that 
Research  worker  is  free  to  bend  his  whole 
md  to  the  search  for  truth.  Too  often 
is  singleness  of  purpose  is  impaired  by  the 
ed  for  results  that  can  be  commercially 
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exploited,  or  the  necessity  of*  justifying 
expenditure  to  minds  less  convinced  of  the 
importance  of  scientific  investigation.  This 
applies,  perhaps,  with  'greater  force  to 
pharmacy  than  to  the  medical  profession. 
To  the  extent  that  it  is  true  it  matters  little 
whether  the  employer  is  a  commercial 
undertaking  or  a  government  department. 
The  exchange  may  even  be  a  gain  to  the 
scientist.  What  is  important  is  that  under 
either  system  the  inquiring  mind  shall  be 
free  from  fetters.  Scientific  bureaucracies 
are  more  likely  to  stifle  research  than  to 
encourage  it,  and  the  public  must  not  be 
allowed  to  suffer  because  the  attempt  to 
find  ways  of  combating  ill-health  may 
present  difficulties  to  the  administrator. 
"It  is  imperative  that  freedom  of  scientific 
action,  speech  and  criticism  be  insisted  upon 
by  all  scientists,"  including  pharmacists.

A  number  of  items  today,  such  as 
ealth  salts,  tooth-pastes,  and  certain  cough 
ures,  are  not  being  advertised  to  any  great 
stent  for  the  reason  that  the  manufac- 
irers  cannot  get  adequate  supplies  of 
igredients.   The  opinion  is  expressed  that 


reputable  branded  packed  remedies  need 
have  no  serious  qualms  about  the  effects  of 
the  Act.  The  lines  that  have  most  to  fear  are 
those  that  have  been  making  extreme  claims. 
The  Medical  Advertisements  Board  will 
probably  not  desire  to  have  "copy"  sub- 
mitted to  it  in  advance,  and,  if  submitted, 
they  are  not  expected  to  indicate  whether 
in  their  opinion  it  is  approved  or  otherwise. 
Most  advertisers  are  taking  the  view  that 
they  must  discipline  themselves.  If  an 
advertiser  maintains  that  his  copy  is  in 
order  he  is  free  to  take  the  chance.  The 
first  move  rests  with  the  Board. 

Broadly  speaking,  chemists  generally 
welcome  the  Act,  largely  because  it  is  only 
doing  for  human  beings  what  was  done 
long  ago  for  animals  under  the  Stock 
Foods  Act.  "I  don't  think  their  attitude 
to  the  Act  would  be  influenced  by  the 
thought  that  the  Act  might  stimulate  an 
increase  in  the  sale  of  chemists'  own 
prescription  lines.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
chemists  throughout  New  Zealand  are  so 
run  off  their  legs  with  prescription  transac- 
tions under  the  Social  Security  Act  that 
I  doubt  if  they  want  to  see  any  further 
increase  in  that  direction;  not  at  present, 
anyway,"  states  the  writer.  "My  own 
opinion  is  that  after  a  year  or  so  the  whole 
position  will  have  shaken  down  to  a  normal 
level  at  which  the  manufacturer  of  reputable 
and  approved  lines  will  not  only  be  no 
worse  off  than  he  was  before,  but  probably 
a  great  deal  better  off." 
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A  MEETING  of  the  Executive  of  the  North

Relations  with  Hospital  Pharmacists 

A  deputation  from  the  Guild  of  Public 
Pharmacists  attended,  by  invitation,  to 
discuss  the  reasons  why,  in  the  Guild's 
view,  a  joint  advisory  committee  on  post- 
war (hospital)  pharmaceutical  planning 
should  be  set  up  in  Scotland.  The  Chair- 
man welcomed  Messrs.  Home  and  Napier, 
the  Guild's  representatives,  and  said  that 
consideration  would  be  given  to  what  they 
had  to  say.  Mr.  Home  said  the  Glasgow 
and  West  of  Scotland  Branch  of  the  Guild 
of  Public  Pharmacists  was  the  only  branch 
in  Scotland  and,  in  a  sense,  represented 
hospital  pharmacy  in  Scotland.  They  had 
formed  a  committee  to  deal  with  hospital 
planning  and  had  received  from  Dr.  Tait 
copies  of-  the  reports  of  the  Committee  of 
Inquiry  and  on  post-war  hospital  problems 
drawn  up  by  the  North  British  Executive. 
The  whole  problem  had  been  discussed, 


and  it  had  been  decid'ed  to  ask  the  Ex 
tive  if  they  would  be  willing  to  forn 
liaison  between  the  two  bodies  on 
question  of  hospital  planning.  They  thouj 
a   joint    advisory   committee  should 
formed. 

The  Chairman  said  that  the  Guild,

Committee  on  Health  Services 

Correspondence  indicated  that  chemists 
thought  that  consideration  of  the  health 
services  should  be  in  the  hands  of  an  ad  hoc 
body  and  that  pharmacy  should  have  proper 
representation  on  all  committees  and 
advisory  boards.  Sofne  thought  there  should 
be  a  rota  of  chemists.  The  following  letters 
and  resolutions  were  submitted  :■■ — 

From  the  Glasgow  and  South-western 
Scottish  Branch : 

"That  this  annual  meeting  of  the  Glasgow 
and  South-western  Scottish  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  is  of  opinion  that,  in 
connexion  with  the  proposed  comprehensive 
medical  scheme,  the  North  British  Executive 
should  obtain  representation  in  any  negotia- 
tions connected  therewith,  and  should  take 
all  necessary  steps  to  secure  that  all  dispensing 
be  undertaken  by  or  under  the  supervision 
of  a  qualified  pharmacist." 

From  the  Edinburgh  and  South-eastern 
Scottish  Branch : 

"That  this  Committee  strongly  urge  that 
immediate  steps  be  taken  to  form  an  indepen- 
dent governing  body  with  powers  to  control 
the  number  and  location  of  pharmacies." 

A  letter  had  been  received,  said  The 
Resident  Secretary,  from  the  Edinburgh 
and  South-eastern  Branch  stating  that  the 
Branch  held  the  view  that  the  committee 
on  health  services  relating  to  pharmacy  was 
without  any  representative  drawn  from  the 
large  body  of  employee  pharmacists  and 
that  it  had  been  decided  to  support  any 
application  for  such  representation  by  the 
section  concerned.  A  letter  had  also  been 
received  from  the  Edinburgh  Pharmacy 
Association,  stating  that  it  had  not  yet 
come  to  any  clear-cut  decision  about  the 
operation  of  a  full-time  salaried  service 
under  a  State"^  medical  scheme.  The 
Chairman  said  the  subcommittee  had 
finished  the  work  for  which  it  had  been 
appointed,  namely,  to  be  prepared  to  meet 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  if  called 
upon  in  an  emergency,  and  it  was  for  the 
Executive  to  appoint  a  new  committee  to 
carry  on  the  work.  After  discussion'  Mr. 
Jack  moved,  and  Mr.  Milne  seconded, 
that  the  original  committee  should  be  re- 
elected, with  powers  to  consult  representa- 
tives or  to  co-opt.  This  was  agreed  to. 
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BIRKENHEAD  SURVEYS  THE  FUTURE 


Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson,  M.P.S.,  Bradford  (a 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council  and  chairman  of  its  Organisation 
Committee),  addressed  members  of  the 
Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Pharmaceutical 
Association  on  July  14,  Mr.  G.  L.  Hale  in 
the  chair.  He  reviewed  the  recent  branch 
representatives'  meeting,  with  particular 
reference  to  the  code  of  ethics  and  plans 
for  post-war  pharmacy  arising  from  the 
Beveridge  Report.  It  was  important,  he  said, 
to  know  what  the  chemist  wanted  in  regard 
to  post-war  health  services,  and  until  views 
were  crystallised  it  would  be  impossible 
to  evolve  a  scheme  satisfactory  to  all. 
Chemists  should  consider  how  they  could 
adapt  and  improve  their  premises  to  meet 
any  demands  that  might  be  made  upon 
them. 

Equipment  Already  Examined 

In  the  discussion  which  followed  it  was 
stated  that  officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  had  already  visited  some  premises 
to  examine  the  equipment.  There  was  some 
speculation  as  to  the  amount  of  work 
pharmacists    would    be    required    to  do. 


Would  additional  equipment  be  needed  ( 
would  the  work  of  chemists  stop  at  tl 
mixing  and  making  of  medicines?  Publ 
interest  must  always  be  a  prior  consider 
tion.  The  real  question  at  issue  was  hq 
.  the  pharmaceutical  service  could  be  ir 
proved,  and  it  was  considered  that  improv 
ment  could  be  effected  by  extending  t] 
service  of  individual  shops  and  unifyii 
them  into  a  national  scheme. 

A  Pharmacy  Commission  would  be 
essential   preliminary.     It   should  deci 
whether  the  service  in  particular  localiti 
was  adequate  and  efficient  before  consid 
ing  whether  to  allow  new  shops  to  ope 
The  public  should  be  influenced  to  rega 
dispensing  as  something  which  could  n 
be  done  on  the  spur  of  the  moment.  Advt 
tisements  such  as  "Dispensing  while  y 
wait"    adversely    affected    the  work 
pharmacists.  Another  member  commen^ 
that  he  hoped  the  wide  powers  assumed 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council 
control  of  professional  conduct  would 
provide  opportunity  to  unscrupulous  oi 
siders   to    "cash   in"    where  responsil 
pharmacists  could  not  or  would  not. 


PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 


Soft  Drink  Licences. — The  Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  (Mr. 
Mabane)  explained  to  Flight-Lieutenant 
Raikes  that  it  had  been  found  necessary 
to  prohibit  the  retail  sale  of  certain  pre- 
parations of  natural- strength  fruit  juices 
because  the  limited  supply  of  fruit  juices 
now  available  had  made  it  essential  to 
ensure  their  even  and  general  distribution. 
In  the  case  of  twenty  firms,  all  of  which 
had  entered  the  industry  since  the  war,  it 
had  been  established  that  they  had  no 
basic  sugar  usage,  and  were  therefore  not 
entitled  to  an  allocation  of  sugar.  At 
present  there  were  some  sixty-three  further 
firms  about  whose  basic  usage  and  entitle- 
ment to  an  allocation  doubt  existed. 

Replacing  Bombed-out  Stocks. — The  Pre- 
sident of  the  Board  of  Trade  was  asked  by 
Sir  Reginald  Clarry  on  July  13  whether 
he  would  reconsider  the  withdrawal  of 
special  licences  granted  to  manufacturers 
to  replace  bombed-out  stocks  to  retailers, 
as  the  present  arrangement  for  retailers  to 
obtain  commodities  only  from  normal 
quotas  of  manufacturers  and  wholesalers 
was  creating  considerable  hardship  on 
themselves  and  the  general  public.  The 
Minister  replied  that  the  general  licences 


had  lapsed  or  been  revoked,-  ma;inly  becai 
most  kinds  of  essential  goods  were  no  lon{ 
subject  to  quota  control.  For  goods-  s' 
subject  to  quota  control,  it  was  open  t 
retailer  whose  stocks  had  been  bomt 
to  apply  to  the  Board  of  Trade  for  i 
issue  of  a  quota-free  licence  to  his  suppli 
At  present  levels  of  production  it  was  1 
always  possible  to  replace  stocks  of  n( 
essential  goods. 

National  Health  Service. — Major  Proc 
asked  the  Minister  of  Health  on  July 
what  further  proposals  had  been  submit 
to  his  Department  by  the  medical  profess 
on  the  subject  of  a  National  Health  Servi 
whether  they  would  be  discussed  with  1 
authorities  and  other  interests  before 
decision  was  reached ;   and  what  was 
present  position  of  the  general  plans 
implementing  the  Beveridge  Report,  so 
as  health  services  are  concerned. 

Mr.  E.  Brown :  As  I  have  already  mi 
clear,   the   present   preliminary  stage 
discussion  is  a  confidential  one.

New  Pharmacy  Legislation 

The  President  reported  on  a  visit  paid 
by  him  to  Stormont  in  connexion  with  the 
forthcoming  new  pharmacy  legislation 
which  is  to  be  based  on  the  same  lines  as  the 
British  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941, 
and  on  the  proposals  put  forward  by  the 
Joint  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland,  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association,  and  the  Chemists' 
and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland.  The  hope 
was  expressed  that  there  would  be  a 
definite  announcement  on  the  matter  by 
the  autumn. 

Allegation  Against  Chemists 

The  President  drew  attention  to  a 
statement  alleged  to  have  been  made  by 
Councillor  McGeehan  at  a  meeting  of  Derry 
Corporation  (C.  &^  D.,  July  10,  p.  43).  The 
statement  was  that  ingredients  in  a  pre- 
scription had  been  left  out  and  that  a  doctor 
had  stated  he  knew  that  important  parts 
of  the  prescription  had  been  omitted. 
Mr.  Moore  read  a  further  Press  statement 
by  the  councillor  that  the  incident  had 
occurred  eleven  years  ago  and  did  not  refer 
to  a  chemist  in  Derry.  He  suggested  that 
the  councillor  should  be- asked  to  withdraw 
his  remark  in  the  place  where  it  was  first 
made.  "On  the  motion  of  Mr.  H.  H.  Cowzer, 
seconded  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Connor,  the  secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  write  to  the  Town 
Clerk  of  Londonderry  with  a  view  to 
obtaining  such  details  as  are  available. 

Penatin. — Penatin,  a  new  drug  obtained 
from  the  mole,  was  described  by  Dr.  B.  I. 
Comroe,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  in  an 
address  before  the  Ontario  Dental  Associa- 
tion recently.  The  drug  is  being  tested  in 
United  States  laboratories.  "Penatin  may 
eliminate  mortality  from  diseases  of  the 
blood  stream,"  he  said.  "  In  advanced  cases 
of  streptococci  where  poison  has  filled  the 
system,  and  where  the  patient  is  not 
wasted  away  completely,  penatin  will  afford 
a  cure.  We  know  it  will  stop  the  growth  of 
bacteria  in  solutions  which  range  from  one 
to  ten  millions."

The  week  has  again  been  characterised  in 
the  London  drug  and  chemical  markets  by 
quiet'conditions.  So  far  as  drugs  are  con- 
cerned, business  has  been  mainly  confined 
to  sales  of  small  parcels  to  direct  consumers 
at  prices  little  different  from  those  ruling 
for  some  time.  Menthol,  which  for  some 
weeks  has  been  an  outstanding  feature, 
continues  to  sell  fairly  well,  with  the  higher 
of  the  two  figures  noted  last  week  now 
representing  the  price  at  which  business  is 
being  done.  No  further  price  changes  have 
been  announced  by  makers  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemicals,  and  business  in  this 
section  has  again  been  quiet. 

Crude  Drugs 

Apart,  from  a  small  but  steady  home 
consuming  trade,  business  in  this  section 
has  remained  quiet,  with  no  outstanding 
price  movements  to  report.  Agar  continues 
in  some  request  for  bacteriological  purposes. 
Substantial  quantities  of  Cape  Aloes  are 
wanted  for  shipment,  but  no  offers  are 
forthcoming.  Balsam  tolu  is  difficult  to 
find  and  quoted  dearer.  Not  much  interest 
is  being  taken  in  Benzoin,  supplies  of  which 
are  reserved  for  the  manufacture  of  phar- 
macopoeial  preparations.  Users  of  Buchu 
can  obtain  no  supplies  at  present.  An 
important  announcement  regarding  sup- 
plies of  synthetic  and  natural  Camphor 
imported  into  .this  country  by  the  Mini- 
stry of  Supply  is  given  in  the  Crude 
Drugs  section  (opposite  page).  Business 
in  Cardamoms  is  practically  at  a  standstill, 
and  the  new  crop  will  not  be  available  until 
later  in  the  year.  Cascara  sagrada  con- 
tinues in  request,  and  no  doubt  supplies  will 
become  available  in  due  course  through 
Lease-Lend  channels.  Among  the  spices. 
Cloves  and  Chillies  are  steady  and 
unchanged.  Ergot  is  at  present  neglected. 
Ipecacuanha  is  extremely  firm,  with 
supplies  difficult  to  find. .  Quiet  conditions 
obtain  for  Nux  vomica.  Import  licences 
are  being  granted  for  a  limited  quantity 
of  Podophyllum.  Prices  of  Rhubarb  are 
steady,  and  supplies  satisfactory.  Seeds  are 
generally  easier  on  account  of  lack  of 
demand.  An  announcement  about  import 
licences  for  Senna  is  given  in  the  adjoining 
column.  Valerian  root  is  steady  at  the 
lower  figure  noted  recently.

Replacement  or  Rota  ? 

SiR,-^The  various  Pharmaceutical  War 
Committees  are  busy  considering  the 
replacing  of  pharmacists  of  military  age 
with  older  pharmacists.  One  case  has  come 
to  my  notice  where  a  village's  only  phar- 
macist is  to  be  drafted"  to  the  Armed  Forces, 
and  the  Committee  are  expected  to  resplace 
him.  Within  a  radius  of  five  miles  of  that 
village  there  are  fourteen  pharmacists,  one 
of  whom  will  be  expected  to  close  his 
pharmacy  and  work  for  a  salary  at  the 
village  pharmacy.  Could  it  not  be  arranged 
for  the  village  pharmacy  to  be  supplied  on 
a  rota  system  from  the  fourteen  pharma- 
cists, each  taking  a  week  in  turn  to  do  the 
dispensing  at  this  pharmacy  ?  In  other 
words,  spread  the  responsibility  evenly 
amongst  the  pharmacists.

Sir, — With  reference  to  the  suggestions 
for  a  pharmaceutical  service  in  existing 
pharmacies,  within  the  proposed  national 
health  service,  while  agreeing  entirely  that 
a  twenty-four-hours'  service  every  day,  all 
the  year  round,  must  be .  available  to  the 
public,  I  feel  that  chemists  should  co-operate 
in  this  matter  in  something  like  the  follow- 
ing manner :  One  pharmacy  in  each  area 
covered  by,  say,  ten  pharmacies  (for 
normal  9  a.m.-6  p.m.  service),  to  be  owned 
jointly  by  the  proprietors  of  the  ten.  This 
on©  pharmacy  to  be  at  the  service  of  the 


public  continuously.    The  hours  in  exce 
of  forty-four  per  week  necessary  for  tl 
twenty-four-hour  service  at  the  one  pha 
macy  to'  be  divided  equally  between  all  tl 
proprietors  and  qualified  staffs  of  the  t( 
pharmacies  on  a  "rota"  basis.  In  this  wa 
an  adequate  twenty-four-hour  service  wou 
be  provided  in  a  centralised  establishme 
for  each  main  area,  and  the  normal  "daj 
for  all  other  pharmacies  would  be  9  a.m 
6  p.m.,  with  a  sufficiently  long  lunch-tin 
break  {i^  hours).    Chemists  must  gua: 
against  returning  to  the  state  of  affai 
where  each  pharmacy  tried  to  out-do 
neighbour  in  hours  of  service,  and  such 
scheme  as  outlined  herein  would  appear 
satisfy  everyone.    I  would  mention  al 
that,  in  this  scheme,  the  one  pharmai 
would  undertake  all  half-day,  Sunday  ai 
bank-holiday  emergency  duties.  Furthi 
in  my  opinion,  the  consideration  of 
muneratioii  for  pharmacists  should  not 
left  too  late.   A  minimum  scale  should 
drawn  up  as  soon  as  possible,  having  re 
tion  to  the  age  and  experience  of  pharn 
cists.   A  range  of  from  ;^300  to  ;£iooo 
annum  according  to  age  and  responsibili 
of    position    should    not    be  considei 
unreasonable.
